He addressed them as representives of the ed- 
acated class, and it was of such men that he claim- 
ed that ina Republic they should be agitators. — | 
The word popularly bad come to meanftliat species | 
ef diseussion which throws the gravest questions | 
upon the conscience and intellect of the masses.~- | 
It comes out of that theory which not only repeats) 
but delieves the Declaration of Independence, that 
the people govern, and that, whatever present evil | 
may be felt. the ultimate result will be the best 
which bumanity can secure. 

All history was but a school, and all institu- 
tions were valued only for the ideas which they 
have imvressed. Centuries were consumed and 
the Irish nation was used up in impressing upon | 
the human race the idea of the unity of God. In 
thie eountry we have existed two centuries to 
learn the idea of national independence. It has 
been learned, and in such a manner that it could 
not be blotted out by any possible occurrence of 
circumstances. Democracy here prevails in the 
widest and most unmixed theoretic form the world 
has over seen. Our theory is that the people rule 
and they dorule. If one too powerful element 
costrols the Government at Washington, itis be- 
cause the people choose to have it so. It isin 
vain for wealth to endeavor to create a bulwark 
against this power; it isin vain for education to 
claim a preponderating influence. In the long 
run, in the eritical hour the masses prevail. It is 
the duty of every American to recoguize this state 
of things, and to learn the spririt of his times.— 
The great difficulty is that we wait until triumph 
flares its exultation in our faces ; we do not see 
the truth in this principle. Absolute democracy, 
the unqualified, unchecked opinion of the masses 
rules. For an illustration, go back twenty-five 
years, and we find the faith of the Empire State 
pledged to a set of individuals. Law, wealth, an- 
cient privileges, were on their side, but the mass- 
es were against them, and where now are the 
manor rights of the old families of New York?

THE PRESS.

Heipevperc, July 14, ’57. 


T have made, with my family, the tour of Bel- 


While in the northern part of Holland, I made 
The great 


They purchased a tract of 
land, mostly uncultivated, in the proyince of 
Ober-Yssel, where they made a beginning with 
some of the poor of Amsterdam, who had been 
thrown upon the public charity. The colony thus 
established has now increased to a considerable 
community, yet it has made, I suppose, as much 
impression upon the vast amount of pauperism 
in Holland, as the Colonization Society has 
made upon the mass of slavery in the United 
States. 

We took acarriage at the ancient village of 
Steenwyck, and proceeded over a road so sandy 
that we were obliged to travel very slowly, ana 
rendered almost impassable in some places by an 
aitempt to Macadamize it. We passed several | 
comfortable looking tenements of the peasantry, | 
with little flowers gardens in frontof them, and at | 
length the coachman said, ‘We are in the col- 
ony.” 

I could not see that the habitations of the pau-| 
pers seemed any less comfortable than those cf} 
the district through which we had just passed. | 
They were neat brick buildings, spacious enough 
to contain, besides the rooms for the family, a 
stable for the cow, a place for the pig, and room 
for the fuel. Near each was a little garden sur- | 
rounded by a well-pleached hawthorn hedge, and |

We wentinto another house, in 
which was a good looking family of both sexes, 
well-clad, and living in a marner which had every 
appearance of thrift. The rooms glittered with 


the display of crockeryand polished metal uten- | 


jsils, and were bung with cheap engravings. 

| We were taken to the manufactory of the vil- 
lage, aroom full of looms—where coarse cotton 
‘cloth is woven by the children between twelve and 
eighteen years of age, for Dutch soldiary in the 
East Indies. The looms were clashing merily— 
‘the girls, in particular, jerked the shuttles back- 
{ward and forward with incredible swiftness. 
“These children,” said the book-keeper, “earn a 
great deal for their families: in fact, those who 
come to our colony must either work or starve; 
if they are obstinately idle, they get nothing to

We were shown the school house—a building of 
two spacious rooms, in which the children are 
taught according to the liberal system of public 
education established in Holland. The school has 
been suspended for a while, as the building was 
undergoing repairs. Religious teachers are pro- 
vided for the colony—a Protestant, a Catholic,and 
\a Jewish Rabbi.

the necessaries for which they have occasion, 
from the magazines of the colony, where every- 
thing is sold but intoxicating liquors, the sale of 
which is forbidden.
